As to the affair of the town of Galway betwirt 
it and Mr. Hamilton, they are now proceeding in 
chancery; and, I am very ſure, Mrs. Hamilton can 
have no advantage in that court. When this grant 
was firſt in paſſing, I obſtructed it as much as was 
fit for me; but after his Majeſty had ſigniſied his 
pleaſure in the caſe, I have ſupported it to the ut- 
moſt, as far as was proper for me in my ftation ; 
but it would be hard to interpoſe his Majeſty's power 
in the deciſion of law cauſes, Having this occaſion, 
I cannot but tell you, that I do apprehend this grant 
will be the ruin of that town. It was once a conſi-

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The city here is at preſent in a good deal of 
diſorder, the aldermen and commons almoſt perpetu- 


ally jarring and differing. At. my firſt coming over 


they were in great confuſion, and ſeveral mutinies 
had been here; and in one of them concerning the 
building a bridge, the tumult was ſo great, as Sir 
Arthur Forbeſe, then one of the lords juſtices, was 
forced to draw out ſome of the ſoldiers, and cauſe 
them to fire among them; before they would be 
quieted,, wherein ſome men loſt their lives. Aﬀter- 
wards, by the vile practices of Sir Ellis Leighton to 
get himſelf into the recorder's place, and ſome. other 
advantages of money, Sir John Totty then Mayor, 
joining with other ſeditious people of the commons, 
at once turned out eight aldermen and the recorder. 
The matter being extraordinary, and the manner of 


— thoſe men who were the wealthieſt and 


moſt ſubſtantial of the city, being very irregular and 
turbulent, they applied themſelves to the King in 


England, and his Majeſty, at my firſt coming overg or- 
dered me to hear and determine it according to juſtice. 
This affair had a full hearing at large, and the pro- 


ceeding of turning out theſe aldermen appearing: not 


only contraty to all the practices and cuſtoms of this 


city, but alſo againſt the rules of common juſtice, 
it was declared void by the whole board, there being 
at leaſt 20 of the council preſent, not one diſſenting, 
and that the aldermen ſhould be replaced again; as 
alſo that all acts and proceedings relating to the 
turning out of theſe aldermen: ſhould be erazed out 


of the city books. The firſt: part was performed, and 


the aldermen put in poſſeſſion of their places again; 


but as for the latter, the city has neglected to do it 


hitherto, and the laſt week there being a quarter aſ- 
ſembly, the matter was taken into conſideration: 


the mayor and aldermen -unanimouſly agreed, and 
x C ſent 
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ſent it to the commons; the commons by vote have re- 
| fuſed obedience to our orders. I am conſidering what to 
do in the thing: ſure I am I will not ſuffer his Majeſty's 
authority to be flighted, but will ſee our orders obeyed, 
and theſe proceedings, by one means or other, razed 
out of their books. The reports which every day 
are tranſmitted hither from England of my remove, 
is the principal cauſe of their ſtubborneſs; and, in- 
deed, it is a misfortune to his Majeſty 's affairs, that 
fuch rumours are ſpread; for I do not believe that 
under the ſun there are a people who are more apt 


to deſpiſe and affront their governors than ſome here 


are, and will, if they have any imagination that 
they are to be recalled: but I know not bow this 


can be helped in fuch a loofe age as this, where all 
men write and ſpeale what they pleaſe ;- however, 
' doubtleſs it much weakens. his Majcfty's authority. 


The reaſon that 1 have writ all this is to introduce 
another matter, wherein I defire you to ask my lord 


keeper and Sir William Jones the attorney general 


their opinions: There is one Phillpot, a haberdaſher, 
who hath in my lord: Berkley's time, and now ſince 
my coming, hath been the principal vingleader of 
theſe ſeditious people. This man, while the eight 
aldermen . were turned out, was himſelf and .one 
Greſſingham choſen | into the place of two of the 

aldermen, which election was by the judgment of the 


board made void. Some time after the council had 
given this ſentence, this Phillpot, being maſter of one 


of the corporations of the city, and there being ſome 
cups which belonged. to them to be new. caſt, he, 
without orders of his corporation, directed a motto to 
be put upon them in theſe words, Theſe Cups were 
made in the year when Phillpot and Greſſingham were 
Aldermen ; which cups are conſtantly uſed at all the 
feaſts of the City. * Perhaps, tho' the thing 


may 
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may ſeem but trivial in itſelf, yet I conceive *tis of 
ſome conſequence to the government, that a kind of 
memorial ſhould be kept, and every year ſet before 
the faces of the people, contradicting an order of the 
lord lieutenant and council, who have adjudged theſe 
men not to be aldermen, and that their election was. 
totally. irregular and void, and that to the end there, 
might be no memory of ſuch irregularities, all pro- 
ceedings relating to it. ſhould be razed out of the 
books. 

I am very arg the: cly will never be in any tole- 
rable quiet till ſome few of the chief incendiaries do 
ſmart for it. Being loath in my own nature to make 
uſe of power for the chaſtiſement of ſuch exorbitan- 
cies, I have been watching to lay hold of ſome par- 


ticular to fix upon any of them, which might bear an 


indictment in ſome of the King's courts ; and, if 1 
miſtake not, this will, upon the ſcare of ſedition; 
wherefore I deſire you to take ſome opportunity to 
ſpeak with theſe two perſons before mentioned, ſo 
ſoon as conveniently you can, and let me know their 
opinions. I would not have it diſcourſed of abroad, 
but only to aſk them privately, and let me under- 
ſtand their ſenſe. The violencies of ſome of theſe 
little fellows have been inſufferable ; and what courſe 
ſoever I ſhall think fit to take with them, I would be 
glad to, be ſatisfied with the judgment of thoſe twg 
great men, I mean my lord keeper and Mr. attorney, 
being loath to begin with any of them in a point 
which will not certainly. hold, Pray, tell my lord 
keeper that I have his letter concerning the eſcheatorg.

H E city of Dublin hath never ſince my 
coming, nor of a long time before, been very 
eaſy or quiet ; the commons perpetually jarring and 
mutinying againft the mayor and aldermen. . I will 


not repeat to you what was done before my time, 
upon projects of Sir Ellis Leighton, in ſupporting 
the commons againſt their ſuperiors ; 3 but ſure I am, 


that his practices in countenancing that inferior ſort 
of people, have made them obſtinate and wilful ever 
lince ; nor need 1 tell you how upon his Majeſty's 
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letter of reference to myſelf and council, we ad- 
judged the turning out the eight aldermen and re- 


corder, to be (as indeed it was) both contrary to the- 
--- cuſtom of this city, and even to the rules of common 


juſtice; for with theſe tranſactions I ſuppoſe you 
long ago are acquainted. There was a clauſe in re- 
quiring the city to blot out of their books thoſe ir- 
regular proceedings of theirs relating to the eight alder- 
men and recorder; this hath reſted among them ever 
ſince, and by reaſon of ſome unſettledneſs in the 
aſſembly, and ſome little differences and diſputes a- 
mong themſelves, I omitted the preſſing of the exe- 
cution of that part of the order till now, this laft 
week, it being propoſed among them, the mayor 
and aldermen unanimouſly conſented, but the com- 
mons refuſed. The matter in itſelf is of no great 
moment, but I conceive it of much conſequence that 


his Majeſty's commands ſhould be obeyed ; and it 


will be a precedent very dangerous to the govern- 
ment here, that they ſhall haye an order of the lieu- 
tenant and council entered upon their books, requir- 


ing them to raze out ſome matters in their acts of

N my laſt I gave you ſome account of mr. Pro- 
gers buſineſs in anſwer to your letter, but forget- 

ing then to return mr, Progers's petition, I herewith 

tranſmit it to your lordſhip. Sinee my coming into 
this employment, I have not met with any thing of 
much difficulty or uneaſineſs, except only the diſor- 
ders which I found this city in at my arrival, and 
indeed the ſecretary of that perſon who was here be- 
fore me, did for ſome, of his own-private ends en- 
flame a feud, that .was beginning between the alder- 
men and commons to that degree, as I could never 
with all the induſtry and fair means I have uſed for 
theſe two years, bring them to any compoſure. There 
was a mutiny, in the time of my lord Berkley, about 
the building of a bridge, which came to that height, 
as fir Arthur Forbeſe was forced to draw out, the 
guards, and fre among and kill ſome men before he 
could make them quiet; and though I do not now 
fee any ground. to apprehend a tumult or ſedition like 
that ; yet the ſtubborneſs of the commons at this pre- 
ſent is ſuch, that unleſs, ſome courſe be taken with 
the principal incendiaries, I fear it cannot but end 
in miſchief. A little before my coming over, there 

| : | were 
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were eight aldermen and the recorder moſt violently 
and irregularly thruſt out of their places ; and his 
Majeſty was pleaſed by a letter to refer to me and 


the council the hearing and determination of that 


matter; we ſpent ſeveral days upon it, and having 
heard council at large on both ſides, we declared the 
proceedings, in turning out thoſe aldermen and the 
recorder, to be (as. indeed they were) both contrary 
to the cuſtoms of the city, and the rules of com- 


mon juſtice, and thereupon ordered the aldermen 


and recorder to be replaced; and to the end that no 
memory might remain of ſuch undue and illegal pro- 


ceedings, we alſo ordered, that all entries relating to 


the expulſion of theſe men, ſhould be razed and 
blotted out of their books, as the copy of the order 
herewith ineloſed, will more fully inform your lord- 
fhip ; the aldermen took their places again, but in 


regard of ſome unſettledneſs in their aſſembly,” and 
ſome irregularities and inconſtancy in their meetings; 


this latter part 'of our order, concerning the raſure, 
was ſuffered to reſt till of late, but being ſome weeks 
ſince informed by the mayor, that our order was 
not compleatly exeeuted, we ſent a ſecond order of 
eouneil requiring their obedience, whereupon at an 
aſſembly called for that purpoſe, the mayor and al- 
dermen unanimouſly agreed to comply, but the com- 
mons denied it, which being ſignified to us by the 
mayor, and ſheriffs, we ſent another order to them 
expreſly commanding their conformity, with direction 
to return the names of thoſe who ſhould vote againſt 
it; upon this an aſſembly being called, and the or- 
der read, moſt of the commons immediately forced 
open the doors, and in a tumultuary manner broke 
up the aſſembly; as for theſe entries upon the books, 
we can ſend for the books themſelves to the council, 
and cauſe thoſe parts directed in our order, to be 
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expunged there : it ſeems to me a thing inſufferable, 
to permit men to go away with acts of diſobedience, 
unpuniſhed, and therefore unleſs ſome ſeverity be uſed 
upon thoſe three or four perſons who incite the reſt 
to ſedition, his Majeſty's authority will, I fear, be 


much weakened, and this I ſhall be extreamly aſhamed 


to ſee in my time. Beſides in this caſe, tis conſider- 


able that Dublin being the capital city, other corpo-

I have peruſed the two 
letters concerning the committee of council for the 
revenue; the deſign intended by this committee is, 
that in regard the privy council is grown ſo nume- 
rous, the buſineſs of the revenue may be reduced 
into fewer hands, The new draft of the letter, (and 
indeed the old one is little other) impowers them 
only in two points, viz. as commiſſioners of ac- 
counts, and as perſons who are to adjuſt the claims 
of the farmers for defalcations and abatements : which 
is well enough, provided the letter be followed with 


inſtructions directing them to proceed in all matters 


relating to the revenue; and upon this ſcore it is not 
only proper, but neceſſary, that your lordſhip be 
named one of this number, which, if they were 
barely commiſſioners of accounts, it would not ſeem 
ſo conſiſtent : therefore if that clauſe of the firſt 
draft be added, excluding every of the commiſſioners 


therein to be named, from any power of voting, or 


otherwiſe acting thereupon, in any caſe where any 
of them ſhould be particularly concerned, I conceive 
the ſecond draft may do very well.

HAVE two of yours bath of the 20th February, 
one of chem relating to my lord of Burlington's 
concerns here, which I ſhall take care of. The 
other mentions Sir George Hamilton's recruits : this 
ſhall be carried on in the way his Majeſty directs.

the exchequer, I will immediately order them to be 


diſpatched. Your lordſhip well knows how dextrous 
the commiſſioners of Cork-houſe are in delay of bu- 
ſineſs; but they ſhall de preſſed as earneſtly as may 
be to make them up.

to bring it in otherwiſe than really it is. But the

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greateſt fallacy, in my apprehenſion, may be in the 
cuſtoms and imported exciſe, as alſo in the inland 
exciſe, which two branches I intend to look more 
"narrowly into; yet, not altogether neglecting the 
others, two compleat ſets of their books of receipts 
of the cuſtoms and imported exciſe, for the two firſt 
years of the farm, viz. from 1669 to 1671, have 
already been brought to me'; and I do believe, that 
the books they produce were really the original books, 
but cannot find any difference in them, from the ac- 
counts they have given in, which makes me ſuppoſe, 
that the others to be yet inſpected, will prove the ſame: 
ſo as I fear I ſhall have little light this way to diſcover 
any error committed. Wherefore conſidering with 
myſelf what cheque'there is upon their accounts, I

The ſeaſon of the aſſizes in the country 
being now, and no legal profecution of theſe men 
being proper till the term, my lord chief juſtive goes

commiſſioners of Cork-houſe, -and mr. Forth, who 


is here, do confidently deny the having ſent any mo- 
ney into England, and offer to depoſe it upon oath, 
if thereunto. required, that there hath not, by 5001. 

been remitted into England more money than by 
bills hath been returned hither. Some among them 
are great traders, and I am confident do employ the 


money of the farm in traffick, which is one reaſon, 


among others, that they are ſo backward in their 
payments. As to their accounts, delivered in upon 
oath, I cannot find any cheque upon them, either in 
relation to the cuſtoms, or imported exciſe, which is 


the principal thing that ought to be looked into; 
for the farmers: officers have in all the ports thruſt 
out the King's officers from almoſt acting any thing; 


and the patent officers having their ſalaries, are wil- 
ling enough to be eaſed of the troubles, fince they 


can get noching by it. And as for the imported exciſe,

His Majeſty afterwards by his Letters bearing date 
the 26th of February 1671, in the time of the lord 
| Berkley's government, did again declare his pleaſure, 
that all the antient freemen of the reſpeQtive COrPpo- 
rations ſhould enjoy their former freedoms and Pri- 
vileges, and that a general licence ſhould be given 
to papiſts to hire or purchaſe any forfeited houſes in 
corporations, which was accordingly. done, and his 
Majeſty's pleaſure therein publiſhed by proclamation 
of the lord lieutanant and council, bearing date the 
eighth of May 1671. 


The rules: ſince made by the lard lieutenant — 


council, in purſuance of a clauſe contained in the 
act of Explanation, does hinder all papiſts from be- 
ing magiſtrates in corporations, unleſs diſpenſed with 
by the lord lieutenant from taking the oath of Su- 
: Premagys but nothing in thoſe rules takes away, from 
them the benefit of their freedoms ;- yet in ſome of 
their corporations (in which the number of pro- 
teſtants is great) many of the papiſts are ſtill kept 
out and hindered from their freedoms, as. particularly 
in Cork, which is now wholly inhabited by pro- 
teſtants, and the antient natives or freemen are ei- 
ther diſpoſed in the country abroad, or do only in- 


habit in the ſuburbs without the walls, but the trade 


is almoſt wholly carried on by the proteſtants. Up- 
on renewing of charters, great diſputes are likely. ta 
ariſe between the preſent inhabitants and antient na · 

e tives 
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tives of ſeveral of the corporations concerning the 
hindering of the antient natives from, or admitting 


them to the benefit of their freedoms. If. they ſhould 


be hindered from their freedoms, they will complain 
that there is no law to take that benefit from them; 
that it is unreaſonable to hinder them from trading, 
and may be alſo prejudicial to the King in his cuſ- 


toms, and will force them to withdraw their ſtocks 


beyond the ſeas, and that it is againſt the King's 


pleaſure expresſly declared by his ſeveral letters, and 
ſince made publick by proclamation, upon confidence ' - 
whereof (it will be pretended) many have come over 


to inhabit here, that by the Rules, papiſts who are 
foreigners may be admitted to be free in the corpo- 
rations here, and that it will be hard to bar papiſts, 
who are natives, from enjoying that freedom which 
hath been already granted them, If they ſhould. all 
be generally admitted by the new charters to enjoy 
the benefit -of. their freedom,” the proteſtant inhabi- 
tants will complain that the corporations will be all 
preſently filled with papiſts as they were in the year 
1641, and the proteſtant inhabitants thereby diſcour-

ILL theſe late letters 1 + never under- 
ſtand the bottom of the affairs concerning my 
— inſtructions, and the grounds of Mr. ſecretary 
Coventry taking ſomething relating to them ill from 
me: ſo as 1 fear all I have hitherto wrote, and all 
the directions ſent hy Mr. Harbord, may prove inef- 
lectual towards the giving him that ſatisfaction, | 
which indeed I, acknowledge. to be his due.. Mr. 
Harbord's letter of the 17th (inſtant, tells me, that 
the debate upon this ſubject was very warm between 
my lord treaſurer and Mr. ſecretary Coventry, and 
that in the end my lord treaſurer did affirm, that 
theſe private inſtruQtions were deſired, and wrote for 
by me, and that he had twenty letters to ſhew to that 
effect; which is ſo far from truth, that it never en- 
tered into my thoughts or imagination to ask for 
them. Nor A Iſo. much as dream or know of 

L them,; 
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them, till they were delivered to me at Dubli on, 
Neither did I write the leaſt ſyllable either to my 
lord treaſurer; or any perſon elſe whatever, to propoſe 
them. They conſiſt of four inſtructions; the firſt 
whereof hath been made publick in council, but 
none of the other : and having, together with them, 
received commands not to communicate them, till [ 

am releaſed by the ſame hand, viz. his Majefty's, 
I cannot give out any copy of the reſt. Immediately 
upon the receipt of theſe inſtruQtions, I wrote to my 
lord treaſurer on the 14th of Auguſt, in the words of 
the paper Number I. A while after, in a letter of 
mine to my lord treaſurer, dated Auguſt 22d, you 
will find the paſſage Number II. About two months 
after that, perceiving letters, notwithſtanding theſe 
my private inſtructions, fill come in the ſame form 
as heretofore; ſo as I know not how to give anſwers 
to them, in another letter to my lord Treaſurer (copy 
whereof is Numb. III.) I endeavoured to have the 
matter for the future regulated. Mr. Harbord fur- 
ther tells me, that I had wrote to my lord Ranelagh 
the other day, to deſire him to move my lord Treaſurer 
for a reſolution from the Kifig what I ſhould do with 
thoſe letters and directions. which lay before me, and 
that thereupon my lord Ranelagh did prepare the 
heads of an order in council. Upon peruſal of my 
late letters to my lord Ranelagh, I find one dated 
March 30, occaſioned upon a letter I had tranſmitted 
in Mr. Sollicitor's behalf, which 1 deſired my lord 
Ranelagh to ſee diſpatched to my lord Treaſurer; 
but that not returning in the form preſeribed by the 


inſtructions, I began my letter thus: I have fe-

Some orders I have received concerning the, ſend-

lord Treaſurer only. Now I do know, that this is a 
matter as foreign to the Treaſurer's buſineſs as any 


thing in the world, and proper only for the Secre= _ 


tary ; yet I would fain underſtand from any man, 
what I can do in ſuch a caſe, other than ſubmit to 
his Majeſty's pleaſure ; it not being the part of a 


ſervant to lay injunctions upon his Majeſty, in what

due diſpatch, and I might preſerve a good correſpon- 
_ dence with all his great miniſters. This, and much 
more of the like kind, hath been expreſſed in ſome of 
my letters to the King. However, as to the letters 
which come from the fecretary's, I muſt confeſs, that 
I am of opinion, that they are generally too eaſily ob- 

| tained, for each man ſtates his caſe himſelf; and tho 
there be another party concerned, he is ſeldom or 
never heard; and the letter drawn up by the. peti- 
tioner himſelf, with any clauſes he thinks fit to in- 
ſert : ſo as I could give inſtances where matters de- 
terminable at law have been adjudged by letters. But, 
indeed, the greateſt miſchief comes to ſuch affairs az 
relate to the King himſelf, as remittals of quit-rents, 
and other particulars within the revenue, which upon 
any ſuggeſtion, without examination, paſs, and then 
I am forced to deny things after the King's hand is 
to them, which is a great hardſhip upon me, How- 
ever, to my knowledge, I have not complained to 
any thereof, but ta the ſecretary himſelf, viz. my 
lord of Arlington in a letter bearing date the 25th of 
April 1673, wherein.

Dear Brother, Dublin Caſtle, April 27, 1675. 

Wrote ſo fully in my laſt concerning the matter 
of my inſtructions, as I need add little more, but 
becauſe my letters are ſomewhat voluminous, and 
not in a few hours time to be thoroughly inſpect- 
ed, I have taken one whole day to examine them 
ſtrictly, and have looked back as far as the firſt 
of January 1673-4, and can poſitively affirm that 
neither to my lord Treaſurer, to my lord Conway, 
or to my lord Ranelagh, did I ever write 
one ſyllable to deſire any inſtructions whatſoever, 
much leſs theſe in particular: the only clauſe that

ed me to engage ſome powerful people in my ſup- 
port, any reaſonable man may judge, afid this occa- 
ſioned my letter (4 copy whereof is No. II. ) to my 
lord Conway. I hive likewiſe added ſome other 
expreſſions in my letters to my lord Ranelagh con- 
cerning grants, tho' not at all fi Wen be to the pre- 
ſent purpoſe, if the grounds of them be conſidered. 
That you may ſee all J have wrote that can any ways 
be wreſted towards this matter, you will find them 
in No. III. and I defire you to ſholy them all to ſe- 
ceretary Coventry. After all this 1 conclude I need 
ſay no more in relation to thoſe Inſtrüctions, 1 
mr. ſecretary Coventry; indeed cannot be blamed

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| when ſo notoriouſly it was afficmed before his Ma- 
jeſty himſelf ; but I cannot think you have altoge- 


ther dealt ſo kindly with me, who ſhould know 
me better than to imagine any indirectneſs in my 


proceedings.

popiſh principles, for I perceive by all your late 
letters, that you firſt conclude yourſelf direQted by an 


infallible guide, and then from thence argue all the 


reſt of the world to be hereticks, and that you can- 
not communicate with them; if this be not fo, what 
mean your ſeveral expreſſions to ſay that you are 
ſure you are in the right ? and in your laſt letter you 
ſpeak of principles, agreed on, and that you deſire - 
to leave me, and preſerve yourſelf ; in the good eſteem 
of honeſt men, &c. whereas it is impoſſible for you 
to know all the circumſtances relating to this govern- 
ment, and the private orders and directions I have 


from my maſter,, and conſequently cannot judge of | 


the plainneſs and evenneſs I have conſtantly, uſed in 
my proceedings in matters of law or right between 
man and man. What letters ſoever I receive from 
his Majeſty, I cannot nor will obey them if diſagree- 
able to the known laws of the land, but in things 
indifferent, or the diſpoſing of this buſineſs into this 
or the other hand, for inſtance, if his Majeſty ſhould 
command me ta. bold all my correſpondence for mat- 
ters of the army with a foot- man, or the meaneſt 
ſervant he has, I would be punctual i in the performance 
thereof, but for my own part 1 never, did or will 
adviſe the putting 1 out of their due courſe, 
well. knowing how much better it is for a prince 


to change his ſervants if he find them unfit for their 


places, than by altering the approved and ſettled me- 
thods for the diſpatch of his buſineſs, to confound 


the whole courſe of his affairs, and unhinge even the

government itſelf; but I hope theſe late inftruQtions, 


and all that hath been done upon them, when the. 


truth comes to light, will be more to my advantage 
than any thing that hath ever happened. I do wiſh 
yourſelf to take warning by this particular, and not 
to be. over haſty in judging what I'do, who have 


never ſtirred one inch from the rules T firſt laid down 


to myſelf. Chriſtian charity obliges all men to ſpeak 
well of the dead, and prudence in pollticks ought 
doubtleſs to engage all his Majeſty's miniſters at 
home to make favourable conſtructions of the actions 
of thoſe who are employed in foreign ſervice, and 
to delay the giving their judgment of any ching they 
ſee or hear till they know the bottom.

it ſome papers encloſed, relating to a concern

MONG the other objections which have 
been ſtarted concerning my late inſtructions, 
I do hear that it has been alledged, that I myſelf put 
the affairs of grants, &c. out of the tract, by mak- 
ing application to my lord Treaſurer on the ſcore of 
ſome lands here. How frivolous this alſo is, the 


papers encloſed will fully convince you : the truth 


of the matter was this ; I am ſworn by my oath, not 
to ſuffer any thing to his Majeſty's aiſherifon! and 
having a diſcovery made to me, that the mills and 
fiſhings of Kilmainham, (then in the pretended poſ- 
ſeſſion of Sir Maurice Euſtace) did of right belong 
to the King, I ordered Mr. Sollicitor and Mr. ſer- 
jeant Reynell (the latter of which hath always been 
of Sir Maurice Euſtace's counſel) to ftate the caſe: 
and I dealt fo fairly with Sir Maurice Euſtace in the 
matter, that I told him of it ; and he either was, or 
might have been there, whilſt i it was drawing up. This 
caſe I ſent into England to my lord of Arlington, ac- 
quainting his Majeſty with the ſituation of theſe mills 


in the middle of the Park, and how neceſſary they 


were to the ſword, as alſo that the landing belonging 
to the Caſtle, ſtood upon that ground; and that Sir 

Maurice Euſtace demanded rent for the ſame, which 
had never been required of any former governors, 
Hereuppn, I had a letter under the ſignet, dated the 
12th of February, 1673-4, directing me to profecute 
the King's right; but Sir Maurice Euſtace being then 
or ſoon after in England, petitioned his Majeſty to 
revoke this letter. This petition. being referred to 
me, 1 made a report thereupon to his Majeſty, which

report I defire you will read deliberately, and. obſerve 
how modeſt it is. Afterwards my lord of Arlington' 8 
letter of the 24th of March came, ordering me to 


take poſſeſſion in his Majeſty's behalf, which I ac- 


cordingly did; Sir Maurice Euſtace being very ill 
pleaſed that the King ſhould have that which was his 
own, inſtead of purſuing his claim in a legal way, 


fell foul upon me, and both in ſpeeches at London, 


and very unhandſome letters hither (which letters I 
have ſeen) told every body that he had a conteſt with 
the Lord Lieutenant, and that he would be too hard 
for him; nay, he combined with colonel Richard 
Talbot, (who ſince my coming hath conſtantly been 
watching to do me injuries) to draw up ſome heads 
in a piece of paper, expreſſing my miſbehaviour and 
miſcarriages, concerning the government here; which 
paper was by Diek Talbot ſhewed to his Majeſty, and 
have by me a copy of the ſeveral .points. wherof it 


conſiſted... His Majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed to give 


colonel Talbot this anſwer : That he looked upon 
the matters in themſelves to be very frivolous ; and 
beſides, did not believe any of them to be true, Yet, 
after all this, by the aſſiſtance of Mr. Brunker and

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could not but take it extream ill from my lord of 
Arlington, with whom I ever had ſo fair a correſ- 
pondence, to uſe me thus. Vet then I was far 
from endeavouring to put things out of their proper 
channel, but proceeded openly and plainly. I wrote 
to my lord of Arlington upon this ſubjeẽt, and alſo 
to his Majeſty himſelf, and like wiſe to my lord Trea- 
ſurer, all dated June the 8th, 1674 ; and in that lat- 
ter letter to my lord T aer only ſaid this, « I am 
« not one that ſhall ever deſire to ſtraighten his 
8 Majeſty's hands in beſtowing his graces upon any 
c perſon, &c. yet I would be glad that in this par- 
ce ticular caſe my honour may alſo be conſidered. If 
< therefore your lordſhip can find any expedient to

After which came a fignification of his Majeſty's 
pleaſure, that I ſhould continue the poſſeſſion, and 
that Sir Maurice Euftace ſhould take the price for 
them that they were reaſonably worth & whether 
this ſignification were by a former lette counterſgne 
by either of the ſecretaries, or by any intimation 
from my lord Treaſurer, or what other way I cannot 
fay, having looked my letters over, but cannot rea- 
dily find it. Copies of the things that are material 
in this affair, I have herewith enclofed ; and tho' ! 
know you are full of buſtneſs this parliament time;

them. One point more I hear is locked upon as con-

Have received yours of the 18th, but Mr. Go- 
| dolphin, who parted hence on Saturday, will, I 


hope, reach London by that time this letter, comes 


to you, and fo will leave the leſs for me to ſay upon 
the ſubject you have lately wrote to me. As to my 


lord duke of Ormond, 'I':cannot imagine why there 


ſhould be any ſuſpicion of unkindneſs between him 
and me; for, I am ſure, there is no concern of his 
here that I have been wanting to the promoting of it, ſo 
far as was conſiſtent to his Majeſty's ſervice. Not 
only ſince my coming hither, but even for a good 
ſpace of time before, there was a good . underſtand- 
ing between us; and I do not know why I ſhould 
live ill with any of his Majeſty's miniſters, whilſt I 
am in his Majeſty's ſervice. There are factions in 
the court, and thoſe very high againſt each other; 


but for my taking part with one or the other, I can- 


not comprehend how it is my buſineſs : therefore you 
may do well to aſſure my lord of Ormond of my re- 
ſpect and ſervice for him. In a former letter you 
ſpeak of ſome diſpute between my lord Chamberlain 
and my lord Ranelagh concerning 12501. I do not 
well underſtand upon what ground my lord Ranelagh 
can argue this. I remember it was myſelf diſcovered, 
on peruſal of my lord Ranelagh's account, that by his 
contract he undertook to pay my lord of Arlington

My lord Dillon, 
and fir Chriſtopher Wandesford, were juſtices, but 
the reaſon of omitting the chancellor then, was the 
diſpute between him and my lord of Strafford, for at 
that time, my lord of Strafford, and he, were at 
difference about ſettling of that eſtate ; and my lord

panies of foot, to ſend out files of men, as they ſaw 
occaſion, 
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occaſion, for ſuppreſſing of them, and diſpatched ſir 
Theophilus Jones's troop down on the ſame deſign ;. 


as alſo ſome orders went to one or two of the anti- 


enteſt militia captains, directing them to raiſe a com- 


petent number of their men, and purſue them; I 


likewiſe ſent letters to the ſeveral ſheriffs of thoſe 
counties, minding them it was their duty to keep, his 


Majeſty's peace, and to raiſe the country upon thoſe 


miſchievous people. 


Captain Winckford, one of the commiſſiqners of 
the treaſury, and a militia captain of the county of. 
Wexford, had the good fortune to light on one party 
of them, who fired firſt upon him, and ſhot himſelf, 
and ſeveral of his men through their cloaths, but no 


Hurt done ; he firing again at them, killed one, upon 


which the reſt fled, and in the purſuit he took ano- 
ther, with fix of their horſes; the man killed, 
proves to be a murtherer, and likewiſe he who is 
taken, is a man condemned for former murthers. 
Theſe lawleſs people have been ſo bold, as to ſend to 
ſeveral gentlemen, requiring them, at a certain time, 
to furniſh them with ſums of money, or otherwiſe 
they would fire their houſes ; they have done the like 
alſo to divers little towns in the country, and forced 
them to their demands ; thoſe who have refuſed, 


they have ſet fire to their houſes ; ſome people alſo 


they have murthered ; the reports in Dublin do make 
them to be threeſcore, ſome ſay a hundred in a body: 

but yeſterday, by an account fr om ſir Theophilus 
Jones, who is now on the place, I hear, that the 
noiſe is not ſo great in the country as is reported 
here ; that indeed there are three or four parties of 
them, of eight or ten men in a party, and no more, 
I queſtion not, in a ſhort time, by the courſe I have 


already taken, they will be ſuppreſt; but in caſe they 
ſhould 
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ſhould inereaſe in their numbers, I muſt be forced to 


commiſſionate ſome active perſon, as a marſhal, and 
ſend among them to execute martial law on theſe 
offenders, this being the laſt remedy, and a little be- 
yond the ordinary proceedings at law, tho' uſually 
done in this kingdom, on like occaſions, I am loath 
to put it in practice till forced by neceſſity. There 
are others out in the northern parts of this kingdom, 


divers of them have been lately killed, and ſeveral 


alſo taken by the people, who generally riſe upon 
them ; the reaſons why we hear ſo much of theſe 
outrages, at this time, I conceive to be, firſt, be- 


cauſe ſeveral of the gaols have been late] y broke, and 


the rogues there, got out. 


Secondly, divers men have aſſembled ende, | 


from all parts of this kingdom, in the counties of 
Cork and Kerry, deſigning to ſhip themſelves, as 


ſoldiers, for France, ſome whereof did go on board 


two French ſhips coming on that coaſt ; but others 
miſſing of their paſſage, have ran in and Joined 
wich thoſe, who they heard were robbing in * 
country. 


Thirdly, a number of theſe people, with which 
this country always abound, and who never work, 


but live only by coſhering up and down, pinched 


with ſcarcity of corn, do now follow this wicked 
courſe of life. 


I had not troubled you with ſo long an account, 
upon this ſubject, which indeed is not worth ſending 
you, but only fearing ſome buſy people might write

Wrote by the laſt, in anſwer to yours of the 
firſt and fifth of this month, in a great deal of 
kaſte; the packet- boat being juſt going out as I re-

perceive by them is not yet reſolved upon, I am of 


the ſame opinion I ever was, that it will be for his 
Majeſty's ſervice, tho' not at all for my profit. If 
bis Majeſty deſires to have a true information of the 
affairs of this kingdom, he will then have me come; 
but if he be contented to takt the repreſentatiori of 


others, who perhaps are never without ſome by-end 


of *heir own, and form his buſineſs according to the 


meafures by them given, ſhould | misfortunes befal 


him, let the blame light where it ought. I have 
done my duty in offering my ſervice ; and which way 
ſoever it goes, I will fleep quiet. 


Pray uſe your utmoſt endeavours to find out (if | 


poſſible) who it was that ſhould tell my lord Trea- 
| furef that L had ſent a copy of my letter to my lord 
of Arlington; 'tis fo damnable a lie, that J wiſh 
the perſon who inveucall 3 it were detected.

are in, in relation to their eſtates, expoſed on every 
opportunity to new inſurrections and rebellions, and 
by this incertain condition to hinder all improvements 


both of private fortunes, and conſequently of his 


Majeſty's revenue too; then if miſchief do come, or 
ſo good an account cannot by the chief governor be 
given of the flouriſhing ſtate of that province under 
his charge, as hjmſelf wiſhes, let it reſt on thoſe 
men's ſhoulders who are unwilling his Majeſty ſhould 
come to a true knowledge of his. affairs. And. for 
my own part, having made recital. of the ſeveral 
heads, and offered (as by the duty of my place I am 
bound) my aſſiſtance in fettling of them, I have 
diſcharged my conſcience, and ſhall diſquiet myſelf 
no further, whatever the ſucceſs be.

HAD not leiſure to write to you by the laſt, 


and therefore I' directed Mt. Harbord to ac · 
knowledge the receipt of your letters. The various 
conjectures that men have of my coming over, and 
their gueſſes at the reaſous why I ſhould propoſe it, 
are as ridiculous as any thing I have ever met with. 
The truth is, this age is {6 ſubtle, that tis hard for 


any man living in it to believe there is one plain- 


| dealing man left in the world. I never conſulted any 
one in England whatever concerning my going; and 


there is but one ſingle perſon on this ſide the water 


who knew it, till T had diſpatched Mr. Godelphin 
(wherefore I would be glad that yourſelf: and Mi. 


Harbord would enquire out who were the authors of 


that report of my being ſent for, four .days before 
Mr. G6dolphin reached London) I debated the mat- 
ter calmly with myſelf, at leaſt one month before I 
took the reſglution ; and finding clearly, that there 

will be now an opportunity of ſertling this poor 
country in quiet and eaſe, if the King fo/think: fit, 
I thought it worthy the offering my ſenſe upon that 
ſubject, and the propoſing my cemirig over, in order 


to a great and good end. I have ſpent now. almoſt 


three years here, to inform myſelf. of the true ſtate 
of this kingdom, and the ſeveral intereſts therein ; 


and I hope I have, not been an unptofitabbe obſerver 


of all matters relating to the conſtitutions: of tn g- 
vernment. When I entered upon my charge, 1 
came from a retired life, and never had any hing of 
| this Nature committed to * truſt z and it was a 
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batard whether I would be able to perform it, ſo as 
might be for bis Majeſty's ſervice. If therb were 
nothing more than this in the caſe, that his Ma- 
jeſty, having put a man unexperienced in govern- 
ment, into the greateſt command he has to give, 
where he has reſided near three years, and his Ma 
jeſty 1 ſhould think fit to diſcourſe with him, and try 
if in this titht he underſtands thoſe affairs which 
have been undet his charge, and would hear him upon 
ſome debates at the committee for Iriſh buſineſs, to 
ſatisfy himſelf whether he be à man that has uſed 
diligence in his employment, and endeavoured to make 
bimſelf maſter in the knowledge of that country, 
and has parts and capacity thereunto : if, upon theſe 
trials, the King ſhould find this perſon ignorant, and 
not able to ſpeak ſenſe in the concerns of that king- 
dom, it were doudtlels reaſonable he be immedfately 
removed, and unother ſeng that would ſerve better. 
But if his Mejeſty mould find, that his chief gover- 
nor has been "indufttlous to inform himſelf of the 
ſtate of all things under his command, and has been 
virtuous and true to him in the diſcharge of his 
duty, this may confirm his Majeſty in his choice, 
and he may with honour be ſent. back again to the 
government, as being capable to do his Majeſty more 
fervice in that poſt, than any other, If there were, 
I fay, no more than this in the caſe, it were round 
ſufficient for his Majeſty to defire to [peak with him. 
But if over and aboye all this, there is now an arti- 
ele of time approaching, w wherein great good may be 
done to this cpuntry, and | have prepared myſelf. to, 
make propoſals thereunto, it ſeems a moſt wonderful 
thing 1 to me, what Thould be the reaſon. that his, 
Majeſty ſhould fcruple the ſending for me over ; and 
ſtrange that men ſhould Conjecture and have wild 
en 
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notions, as if I. were put upon this journey by ſome 
or other who intend to miſchjef me, and that I had 
over-reached myſelf therein : the plain tryth being 
no more than this, that I find conſiderable matters 
may be done, and the ſeaſon of putting them into 
execution draws near; therefore I have offered m 
fervice to his Majeſty, to be preſent at the debates of 
them, And if the King like of my coming, I am 
ready, and if not, having diſcharged my duty, I have 
no more to ſay, As to Mr. Godolphin's diſcourſing 
with you. or Mr. Harbord upon this ſubject, he was 
not at all forbidden: and, I confeſs, I am much at 
eaſe now that my letters are delivered ; for if I be 
commanded to come, I know jt may conduce to the 
good of the kingdom; and if I do not go over, and 
any miſchief or irregularities happen to be, done, let 
them bear the blame wha take upon them to eſtabliſh 
rules for the governmept of this kingdom. By the

1 Perctive by my letters out of England, that tlie 
unhappy differences between the two houſes do 
find work enough for all hid Majeſty's miniſters there; 
wherefore I cannot wonder that I do not yet hear 
what reſolution his Majeſty has taken coticerning 
my coming over. As I ſaid at firſt, ſo I do ſtill 
profeſs, that I have no buſineſs at all of my own 
to engage me in this journey, but 'tis purely in ordet 
to his M. E. s ſervice, that he may be informed of 
the true fate of things here; and that ſuch propoſals 


LY may be made for the final ſettlement of this King 


dom, as may eſtabliſh quiet and eaſe therein. If any 
one on that ſide the water ate unwilling his Majeſty 
ſhould know the truth of things; and therefore da 
oppoſe the means of ſuch information, ſhould any 
thing fall out unluckily here, the blame ought to reſt 
at their doors, and not be laid to my charge, ſince I 
have offered my endeavours to ſerve his Majeſty to the 
utmoſt of my power. Yeſterday my lord mayor, ac- 
companied with eighteen aldermen and the two ſhe- 
riffs of the city, attended me in council, acquaint- 


I ing us, that at an aſſembly of the city, the mayor 


and aldermen had propoſed to the commons, ac-- 
cording to form, the croſſing out of their books thoſe 
entries that were made relating to tlie excluũon of 
the eight aldermen, which they were commanded to 
do by an order of council; as likewiſe one other pro- 


1 | poſal was made for the eleQing of an agent, and im- 
I powering bim, under the city ſeal, to appear in his 


Majeſty $ Courts in ſeveral ſuits which were there de- 


pending between particular perſons and this city, both 
which 
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which the commons refuſed to aſſent unto, ; but upon 
| their refuſal, the mayor, aldermen and ſheriffs did 


order thoſe acts of aſſembly to be cancelled, purſuant 


td our commands, which was accordingly done, 
whereupon I gave my lord mayor thanks, and 
told him, that himſelf, the aldermen and ſheriffs had 
done like good and dutiful fubjects in ſhewing their 
obedience to his Majeſty's authotity. T do not 
| enough underſtand the cuſtoms and conſtitutions of 
the city, to judge how regular this 1s, which the 


mayor, aldermen and ſheriffs have performed; but 
here is a very antient man, one Smith, an alderman, 


of above thirty or forty yeats ſtanding, who ſaith, 
there have ſeveral precedents been in his time, when 
the commons have been tefratory to the publick 
authority; that upon theſe occaſions the mayor, al- 
derman and ſheriffs have done their duty: but becauſe 
believe ſome or other may be apt to trouble his 
Majeſty with patticulars relating to this matter, I 
do therefore think it expedient you have a more exact 
account of their late proceedings. 

My lard mayor, on Wedneſday or Thutſfay laſt, 
finding there were many of the aldermen in the town, 
invited ten or twelve of them, men uningaged in the 
late troubles of the city, being none of them either 
of the eight excluded, or of the four who irregularly 
turned them out; and after dinner he acquainted 
them, that the city lay under great reproach of diſ- 
obedience to his Majeſty's authority, in regard they 
had not complied with an order of the lieutenant and 
council, empowered by his Majeſty's ſpecial com- 
mand, to determine ſome differences which formerly 


had been among them ; and further, that the reyenue | 


was almoſt brought to ruin, ſeveral perſons having

agent to anſwer them, judgment had been given upon 
xihil dicit in ſeveral cauſes, and executions iſſued to 
diſpoſſeſs them of their lands and other revenues, by 
which means the corporation in time would be to- 
tally deſtroyed, Whereupon alderman Smith, the 
moſt antient among them, told the reſt, it was his 
opinion that they ſhould once more call an aſſembly, 
and try if the commons would do what was fit; and 
ſhould they refuſe, he conceived, that the aldermen; 
if the ſheriffs would join therein, might in ſuch a 
caſe perform their duty, and not ſuffer the city to bs 
undone through the ſtubbornneſs and faction of ſome 
few little people; and offered ſeveral precedents when 
the like had been formerly practiſed, - So on Friday 
following an aſſembly was accordingly called, and the 
matter paſſed there as before related. There were 
eighteen aldermen preſent, who all concurred in their 
obedience to Our order, the ſheriffs likewiſe joining 
with them; then they required Sir John Tottie and 
Crofts, as clerks of the Tholſel, to croſs the books, 
and obliterate thoſe entries therein made, which. by 
Our order are directed to be cancelled, Sir John 
Tottie refuſing, they degraded him from being an 
alderman, and likewiſe voted him out of his place as 
clerk of the Tholſel; and for the moiety of the pro- 
fits belonging to him, they directed an account to be 
kept thereof, and the money to be W to the 
publick uſe of the city. 

Now, becauſe Alderman Smith is the perſon that 
propoſed this courſe, it may not be amiſs to give you 
a juſt character of the man: he is one aged near 
fourſcore years, and has always been reputed a man 
of great integrity and ſoyalty ; ah eminent inſtance 
of the latter, he gave, as I am told, when my lord 
Ormond delivered up the ſwerd toe the parliament 

| gemmifzoners 
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commiſſioners here : he happening then to be mayor, 
came to the council table, and asquainted my lord 


vf Ormond, that it was generally reported in town; 
and ſpread ſo far, as no man doubted itz that his ex- 


cellency intended to deliyer up the government to the 


parliament : that he came to acquaint His lordſhip; 
that himſelf was intruſted with the King's ſword of 
the city, and that he would not reſign it to rebels. 
Whereupon my lord' of Ormond gave him ſome 
check, and ordered him to withdraw; but upon fur- 
ther conſideration, his lordſhi p and the council 
thought fit to call him in again, and tp commend 
him for the reſolution he had ſhewed in maintaining 
his Majeſty's authority; and withal read the letter 
from his Majeſty, requiring the lord lieutenant to 
deliver up the ſword to the commiſſioners impowered 
by the parliament of England; whereupon he ſald 
he would ſubmit. How true this is, you may inform 
yourſelf on the place, my lord of Ormond being 
with you, but you have it as it has been related to 
me. On the other fide, Sir John Tottie, who has 
been the principal incendiary in this city, was a 
trooper many years in Cromwell's army, a man 
wretchedly poor, and has patched up himſelf by pre- 
ſents and otherwiſe, out of collections from ſeveral 
corporations of the city, to encourage. and ** 
thoſe broils which have been among them. 
This letter, I confeſs, is unreaſohably tedious 3 

but believing there will not want ſome men on that 
| fide the water, as my lord privy ſeal by name, to aſſiſt 
theſe tedious people, if they bring a complaint there, 
I conceive it no leſs than neceſſary you ſhould be in- 
formed of all the circumſtances relating to theſe pro-

books, which by our order, were required to be 
obliterated, and the commons refuſing to comply 
therewith, they thought it their duty, taking the 
ſheriffs along with them, who therein likewiſe con- 
curred, to- ſee our orders executed; and that ac- 
_ cordingly, all theſe acts of aſſembly were raſed, ſo as 
the city have among themſelves, now complied with 
our command ; how regular this proceeding has been, 
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in relation to the cuſtoms and practice of the city, 1 
am not able to judge, tho' ſome of the eldeſt alder- 


men do ſay, they have good precedents for it; and 
that ſeveral times, when the commons have beey re- 


fractory, the mayor, aldermen, and ſheriffs, have 
done their parts, in yielding obedience to public 
authority. I am apt to perſuade myſelf, that ſome 
petitions may be brought to his Majeſty in England, 
upon this matter, and the rather, becauſe fir John

'T HAVE yours of the 12th, wherein you mention

The reſult of the council, concerning my coming 
over, I have received, but I confeſs, I cannot but 
much wonder at a clauſe in the letter, for calling of 
a parliament here, againſt the firſt of September, it 
being utterly. impraQticable, and alſo inconvenient, 
and therefore I cannot imagine (there being none of 
the council then preſent, it conſiſting of Keeper, 
Treaſurer, Lauderdale, and the two ſecretaries, who 
could pretend truly to underſtand the affairs of this 
kingdom within itſelf ) what perſon it ſhould be that 
did propoſe it : the time of calling a parliament, is 
one of the moſt material circumſtances relating there- 
unto; and I am certain, I never commiſlionated either 
your lordſhip, or my lord Ranelagh, to name the 


time, being fully convinced, that a parliament cannot .

ther with his Majeſty's letter of the ſame date, 
concerning my coming over; 1 do not know where 
it was drawn, but I fear thoſe clerks who penned it, 


did not examine precedents, it being much out of 
form ; however, were that all, I ſhould not trouble 
you upon this ſubject, but I do find, that though the 


beginning of the letter gives a direction for me to 


come, yet the body of the letter impoſes ſamewhat 
upon me, which renders my journey impoſſible. __ 
For in the firſt place, the preamble of the letter 
expreſſes, as if I had deſired to come over, which 
indeed was the preamble to my lord Berkley's, that 
he deſired to go into England, in relation to his own 
private affairs, whereas I have never pretended, nor 
indeed having any occaſion of my own to call me 


| over, but only propoſing to his Majeſty, ſeveral | 


matters relating to the public, which muſt be ne- 
ceſſarily reſolved in England againſt Chriſtmas next, 
have humbly ſubmitted to his Majeſty's conſideration, 


whether my preſence may not be uſeful, when theſe 


matters ſhall be debated; I do with all humility 
conceive the preamble. of the letter ought to be 
ſuitable to the occaſion, and in the ſtile of thoſe in 


my lord duke of Ormond's time, viz. Whereas, we, | 


in our princely judgment, find it neceſſary, that you 


ſhould come to our preſence, that you may in your 


perſon inform us, of the preſent ſtate, &c. this as to 
the preface. In the next place, as'to the body of the

writs are to be iſſued, and you all know there muſt 


be forty days time between the iſſuing. of the writs, 


and the ſitting of the parliament ; now then let any 
man compute the time: this letter is dated the 12th 
of June, and received in Ireland the 17th of June, 


and the writs muſt be iſſued the 22d of July; ſo as 


to draw the bills by the king's council here, to paſs 
them in privy council here, to tranſmit them into 


England, and have them all paſſed in council there, 


and remitted back hither again, there is but barely 
five weeks time, and then too I am obliged to ſtay 
till all this be done, which as aforeſaid will be the 


22d of July, and to be back by the firſt of September; 


ſo as in effect, it is to direct, I muſt not come this 
ſummer : true. it is, that all lord lieutenants have a 
clauſe in their commiſſion, empowering them to hold 
a parliament here; yet parliaments have not been 
uſually called, upon that general clauſe in the chief 
governors patent, without a particular commiſſion 
for that purpoſe, and indeed, by Poyning's law, no 
parliament can be held without a ſpecial cominiſſion.
